DR. LORENZ PAID $10,000 BY 
ARMOUR CHILD’S FATHER. 


Operation of Fannie Granger Per- 
formed by Dr. M. W. Bailey, Who 
Doesn’t Consider It Such a 
Wonderful Thing. 


By means of an operation, substantially 
the same as that which Dr. Lorenz, the 
famous Austrian epecialist, performed on 
Lolita Armour for a $10,000 fee, Dr. M. W. 
Bailey, a St. Louis osteopath, reset a dislo- 
cated hip for 3-year old Fannie Granger 
of 6225 Columbia avenue ,from which she 
had suffered since she was ten months of 
age. 

The operation was perf®rmed on August 
6 last in Dr. Bailey’s office. It was not 
until the child’s grandmother, Mrs. C. W. 
Granger, observed the widespread com- 
ment upon Dr. Lorenz's operation that she 
concluded to make public the successful 

ork of Dr. Bailey. 

To callers at the Columbia ‘avenue resi- 
dence or at the Doctor’s office, a shoe 
worn by the chfld: prior to the operation 
is shown as elequent testimony to the phy- 
sician’s dexterous manipulation of the 
maladjusted thigh bone. 


Shoe Tells Story , | 
of Deformity. 

These shoes have a heavy sole added to 
the regular sole. The extra sole, while 
hardly an inch thick at the toe, widens 
gradually until at the heel it is between 
two and one-half and three inches thick. 

It was necessary for Fannie Granger 
to wear this shoe upon her left foot prior 
to the operation. Her left limb was some 
two and one-half inches shorter than the 
right. 

These shoes are still the talk of Clifton 
Heights, especially the immediate neigh- 
borhood where the residence of Mrs. A. C. 
Kinkaid, Mrs. Granger's daughter, is lo- 
cated. The neighbors had never seen Fan- 
nie with any but her heavy-soled shoe on 
her Jeft foot. 

When Mrs. Granger started with her for 
Dr. Bailey's office on the afternoon of Aug. 
5, some of them had misgivings as to the 
result of the trip. 
They feared that the operation might be 
harmful to the pretty, blue-eyed wearer 
of the heavy-soled shoe, 

Their astonishment was as great as their 
delight when they saw her jump from a 
Street ear, three hours later the same day, 
not only as bright and cheerful as she was 
before the operation, but wearing the same 
thin-soled shoe on her left foot as she al- 
Ways wore on her right, 

Her grandmother had rushed out to buy 
them immediately on the announcement 
that the operation was successful, and had 
left the heavy-soled shoe with Dr. Bailey 
a8 a@ souvenir. An older one she keeps her- 
self.

Hockaday at 11:50 Wednesday morning, Ed- 
ward Butler affirms that the absence of 
John W. McCarthy, a witness for the 
defense, makes it impossible for him safe- 
ly to go to trial at this term of court. 
McCarthy is an employe of the Excelsior 
Hauling and Transfer Co., and acted fre- 
quently as driver of Butler’s famous storm 
buggy on occasions when the chieftain 
had business of especial importance on 
hand. 

Butler says in his affidatvit.that he ex- 
pected to prove by McCarthy that he vis- 
iied Dr. Chapman’s house but twice after 
Oct. 3, 1901, and that circumstances to 
which McCarthy could testify will prove 
that the alleged attempt to bribe could 
not have been made on either occasion. 


TRIED TO LOCATE HIM. 

Butler affirms that McCarthy’s absence 
is not due to any connivance and that all 
due efforts have been made to locate him. 

The state’s representatives at once went 
into conference to prepare their objection. 

When asked by the Post-Dispatch rep- 
representative where McCarthy is now em- 
ploved, Butler said: ‘He worked for the 
Excelsior Hauling and Transfer Company 
until after the garbage contract was let. 
I don’t think he is working there now.” 

John R. Butler, manager of the Excel- 
sior company, said: “I don’t think Mc- 
Carthy is working for our company now. 
Still, we have a lot of men working for us 
whom I don’t often see. McCarthy and I 
are not friendly. 

“McCarthy may be with Keliy, for all 
I know.” :

DECISION ANNOUNCED. 


A few minutes after court convened 
this morning Judge Hockaday announced 
his*® decision overruling the defense’s de- 
murrer to the indictment. 

After the reading of the decision counsel 
for the defense retired to consider their 
case. 

John Butler said thatin the event of the 
continuance being denied the demurrer 
may again be _ filed on the basis 
of the entire Board of Health ordinance, 
only a part of which was before the court 
in the original application,

Circuit Attorney Folk interposed with 
the remark that he thought the defense 
should give him an oppertunity to see the 
atfidavit,,so that the State could be forti- 
fied to reply to it. 

Mr. Waller agreed to this, but said the 
affidavit would probably not be ready un- 
til roon. 

Mr. Folk said he would want at least an 
hour to consider the motion. 

Judge Hockaday agreed to this and in- 
dicated 2 o'clock as the probable hour at 
which he would hear arguments.

DEGISION ON DEMURRER. 

Judge Hockaday's decision overruling the 
demurrer covered the six points raised 
by the defense in inverse order. Taking up 
first the customary plea that the indict- 
ment does not state the necessary facts, 
the court. said that the indictment was 
sufficient in every essential detail. 

To the assertion that the indictment did 
not show the company’s intention to bid, 
but only that Butler had said the company 
would bid, the Judge said that it was not 
a fair intecpretation of the indictment, 
which contained the necessary formula, 

The claim that the indietment did not 
show the contract was to be made in be- 
half of the city was also denied, 

The assertion that the assembly had not 
the right to delegate power te the #vsu 
of Health was met by the Court's state- 
ment that the powers delegated were not 
legislative, but administrative and minis- 
terial. 

The ‘most important part of the decision, 
bearing on the two clauses of demurrer 
relating to the powers of the health de- 
partment was read last. It declared that 
the health department had power to let 
the garbage contract. If no such powers 
were expressly granted to the board, it 
was stated, that body would still have the 
power, under the public welfare clause, to 
take steps necessary for the public safety. 
Its powers were likened to those of the 
police department. The part of the 
ordinance appearing in the indictment the 
court stated, did not show that disburse- 
ment of public money was intended. The 
requirement that the contract be let to the 
“Best bidder’ might mean either that the 
bidder was to receive pay from the city 
or that he was to pay the city for the 
privilege of handling the garbage. 

Decision susfains the pow#¢rs of the 
Board of Health and practically gives that 
body jurisdiction over all sanitary work. 
The validity of t garbage hauling con- 
tract is now being tested before the 
Supreme Court, and Judge Hockaday’s 
views may be important as indicating the 
judicial mind on the subject.

PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 15.—Of the coal 
barons who have been waging such a 
tenacious fight against public opinion, the 
President of the United States, the gov- 
ernors and senators of New York and 
Pennsylvania, there are five men who are 
the leaders. In order of importance they 
are: 
Baer, 
Fowler. 
Very little is known by the general pub- 
lic of the personalities of these men. . 
Three of them were once wageworkers 
and earned small sums for their labor. 
Here is a short history of the men so 
much talked of in the past three months: 


GEORGE F. BAER. 

George F. Baer, president of the Phila- 
delphia & Reading, which controls the 
Jersey Central, and as such the dominating 
figure among the presidents of the coal 
roads, was 60 years old on Sept. 2%. He 
doesnt’ look 50. 

He is about five feet nine inches tall, and 
weighs about 160 pounds. His most peculiar 


feature is his eyes. They are long and nar- 
row, more so than the average Chinaman’s, 
but are not uptilted. They give him a keen, 
almost crafty, look. 

But he is not crafty in the ordinary mean- 
ing. He hits out straight from the shoulder, 
says what he thinks, and is a fighter from 
the proune up. He is an extremist in nearly 
everything. 

When 138 he learned to set type. and when 
19 he and a brother bought a paper—the 
Democrat, of Somerset, Pa. That was in 


1. 

Old-time printers say that when George 
Baer was working at the case he was a 
fierce labor-union agitator. 

He gave up his paper in 1862, went to the 
war, and left the service adjutani-general 
of the Second Brigade of the army of the 
Potomac. Then he studied law, and in @ 
few years was the recognized leader of the 
bar of Reading, Pa. e won some large 
suits against the Reading road, and became 
so formidable that the company employed 
him. After that he devoted all of his at- 
tention to corporation law. 

He has been president of the Reading 
only since April last, but for many years 
was J. Pierpont Morgan’s confidential legal 
adviser. He suggested to Mr. Morgan the 
acquisition of the Jersey Central by the 
Reading, and since he took hold of the lat- 
ter the market value of its securities have 
doubled in value. The $70,000,000 of common 
stock of the road was then selling at &. 
Last month it sold at 80. 

His Philedalphia home is in Spruce street, 
but he lives most of the time in the sub- 
urbs of Reading, where his place, Haw- 
thorne, is one of the most eautiful 
Pennsylvania. He has a wife and five 
daughters, two of whom are married. 

He attends the Secorid Reformed Church 
regularly every Sunday and is a rigid wor- 
Shiper. He reads the Bible regularly and 
can quote Scripture with < omanagg 

He is a Democrat a eJrry Black Dem- 
ocrat—he calls himself, to emphasize it, and 
ve once spoken of for governorship hon-

Mr. Truesdale has worked himself up 
from the bottom, but he never worked in 
any of the manual departments of the rail- 
roads with which he has been connected. 

He is reputed to have a more complete 
detailed knowledge of the workings of a 
railroad than any other president in the 
country. 

He Is a tall, slender, but well-built man 
and is energetic in all that he does and 
says. He ts about 6 ee In height, has a 
amall gray mustache, keen eye and an un- 
der jaw that stamps him a dogged fighter, 

Ho is all for business. He wastes no 
time on anything else. He rushes from one 
task to another with lightning rapidity.

He 
is about six feet in height, and his girth 
measurement is not far from 655 inches. He 
is very bald. 

He is a protege of James J. Hill, and is 
a product of the “Great Northern school 
of railroading.”’ 


R. M. OLYPHANT. 


Robert Morrison Olyphant, president of 
the Delaware & Hudson company, is the 
strongest and about the ablest foe that the 
United Mine Workers have among the pres- 
idents of the coal roads. 

The Olyphant family has owned the Del- 
aware & Hudson company since its crea- 
tion. To Mr. Olyphant it is simply a family 
possession, a sort of heirloom or other 
precious treasure, with which labor unions 
and other outside influences have nothing 
whatever to do. 

Mr. Olyphant is a very old man—about 8 
—and all of his long life has been devoted 
to directing the affairs of the Delaware & 
Hudson. 

He is intolerant of any interference in 
the affairs of his company. He was the 
only one of the coal presidents who did not 
respond personally to the President's invi- 
tation.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 15. — President 
Mitchell of the Miners’ Union, summoned 
to Washington by President Roosevelt, ar- 
rived here this forenoon, and went directly 
to the White House. Commissioner of 
Labor Wright remained and was with the 


President's room. Soon after the con- 
ference began, Speaker Henderson ap- 
peared at the White House to pay his re- 
spects to the President, but remained only 
a few moments. 

Prior to the arrival of Mitchell, Secre- 
tary Root left the White House after an 
hour’s conference with the President con- 
cerning the strike. He stated that there 
were some obstacles which would have to 
be cleared before the end would be in sight, 
but believed that the difficulties could be 
removed, 

President Roosevellt had beeh tn com- 
munication with the strike leader over the 
long distance telephone last night. Mitchell 
objected to the specifications; which the 
Operators have laid down as to the per- 
sonnel of the arbitration board. He holds 
that made a wide-open offer to submit 


Mr. Mitchell told the President that he 
believes the offer made by the “verators 
unfair because’ it placed restrictions on 
the chief executive of the United States. 
The President told the strike leader that 
the proposal was brought to him by Mr. 
Morgan in typewritten form, that Mr. 
Morgan had told him that the proposal had 
been made after consultation with the 
shareholders of the properties interested 
and that it did not He in his discretion to 
change one word of it without further 
conference with these ‘shareholders.

ERRORS OF THE OPERATORS 


Misstatements Made in Their Objec- 
tions to Meeting With the 
Miners’ Union.

PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 15.—It has been 
the claim of the railway presidents from 
first to last that they will have nothing 
to do with the miners’ union. They do not 
pretend that they are opposed to labor 
unions, for the same presidents recognize 
and get along smoothly with the con- 
ductors’ brotherhood, the firemen, the en- 
gineers, the switchmen, etc. It is not 
unions they oa to, but this union in 

articular. And their reason is that it 

s a lawless organization.”” By this they 
mean that some of its members—one out 
of 600 or 1000—have committed crimes. On 
the same line of reasoning. an effort was 
made some time ago to make it appear 
that the United States army in the Phil- 
ippines was a lawless organization. 

One of the favorite pleas of the railway 
managers has been that they ougght not 
deal withthe union as it is now organized, 
because in the national organization the 
soft coal miners compose a majority. They 
have tried to make it appear that the soft 
coal men, having the larger number of 
votes, were indifferent to the prosperity 
of the hard coal industry, and might even 

o so far as to deliberately stir up trouble 
fn the anthracite region. With this plea 
they made quite an impression upon Presi- 
dent Roosevelt and members of his cabinet, 
and doubtless upon the public at large. 
Labor Commissnioner Wright was deceived 
by this claim, and in his report to the 
President recommended that the miners in 
the hard coal fields give up their present 
organization and form a new one, in which 
the bituminous workers should have no 
voice. 

The facts are that in matters affectin 
the anthracite ind the soft ma 
miners have no voice tever. Every ac- 
tion. taken leading to the present strike, 
every demand for wages or order to quit 
work. was by a delegate convention com- 
posed exclusively of anthracite workers. If 
another delegate convention calis the 
atrike off it will be similarly constituted.

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RUSSIAN’S FAMILY HOUNDED BY 
CZAR’S POLICE. 


ALL BELIEVE IN NIHILISM 


Victim of Persecution Flees to Amer- 
ica for Safety and Settles at 
St. Joseph, Mo. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

ST. JOSEPH, Mo., Oct. 15.--One brother 
murdered by the police of Russia, 
sentence of imprisonment for 18 
years in the mines of Siberia, another sen- 


cerated in a dungeon and so horr.bly mal- 
that she was forced to take her 
own life, himself compelled to flee his 
native country—this is the terrible lot of 
Alexancer Nabakoff, a Russian exile, now

In Nabakoff’s family there were 12 broth- 


ers and two sisters. The mother gave her 
12 sons to the Czar’s army, and because 
of this receives a pension from the gov- 
ernment. 

* pecullar custom practiced by the elder 

Nabakeff, which is the outgrowth of the 
poverty- -stricken condi.ion of the peasantry, 
led the sons to join the nihilist forces. This 
custom was the purchasing of chi.dren of 
fieedy parents for $ for five years’ service. 
Many wealthy merchants practiced it. 

Nicolai Nabakoff, qa physician, sought to 
pre: ich the nihilstic doctrine at sec.et 
meetings. The polige suspected him, and he 
was hurried off, to the mines of Siberia. 
His family may write once a month, but 
all communications are examined by the 
guards before reaching the unfortunate 
prisoner. 

Yegnat Nabakoff last March became sus- 
pected of being a nihilist, and was arrested, 
Later he was released, but was obliged to 
report twice a day to the police. One night 
he attended a nihilistic meeting, and was 
seen by a detective leaving the place. The 
detective, instead of placing him under ar- 
rest, attacked him with a knife and fatally 
stabbed him. Nabakoff, however, killed the 
officer before he himself was killed. 

During the same month Vera Klatchfn, 
Alexander Nabakoff'’s sweetheart, fell undec 
suspicion and was thrown into a dungeon. 
Here she was subjected to such gross ig- 
dignities that she committed suiciae, Gua 
the day of her burial 10,000 students marched 
to her grave, sang patriotic airs and 
strewed fiowers upon the mound. 

Because of Alexander Nabakoff’s attach- 
ment for her he fell under suspicion and 
would have been thrown into prison had he 
not fied from §t. Petersburg. 

Not long ago, while the Czar was travel- 
ing, his train was thrown from the track 
Several students and others were charged 
with causing the derailment. Alexander 
recejved word last week that his brother 
an@ two cousias were among the prisoners, 
and that all the suspects were sentenced to 
be hanged for being  nihilists. Which 
brother is under sentence Nabakoff does 
not know and cannot hope to learn for sev- 
eral weeks. 

Nabakolff's parents are well to do, and 
gave cach member of the family a classical 
education. Alexander said that belief in 
nihilism di not signify an enmity to all gov- 
ernment. Nihilism asks that which can be 
had in this country, speech, 
press and school. 

‘Jt is directed against the institution of 

monarchy only,’’ said he, ‘‘because the king 
can give fre om if he will, being all pow- 
erful in his own country. Nihilism aims at 
raising the peasant above the degraded sta- 
tion he now occupies.”’ 
Nabakoff does not exhibit to every one 
his poignant grief over the death of his 
brothers. He considers them martyrs to a 
just the holy cause and believes they are 
bonored in the death they died.

THE CONSTITUTIONAL AMENDMENTS. 


Of the eight corstitutional amendments to be voted on in No- 
vember the first, second and seventh relate to the state at large; 
the third and fourth to St. Louis only; the fifth to St. Louis and 
Kansas City; the sixth to St. Louls, Kansas City and all other 
cities, towns, counties, townships and school districts; the eighth 
to cities containing not more than 30,000 inhabitants nor fewer 
than 2000 

The first amendmeént repeals the amendment adopted in 1900, 
which provided for taxation of mortgages. 

The second authorizes the General Assembly to provide for 
township organizations, under which counties may organize when- 
ever a mejority of the voters at any general election shall so 
decide, and when such township organization is adopted the local 
concerns of the several townships shall be transacted in such 
manner as may be provided by law. 

The seventh amendment confirms as sacred obligations the cer- 
tificates of indebtedness of the state to the public school fund 
and to the seminary fund and provides for their renewal as they 
mature. 

The eighth amendment authorizes cities containing not more 
than 30,000 nor fewer than 2000 inhabitants to become indebted 
beyond the limit specified in section 12, article 10, that is, 5 
per cent of the valuation of property, for the purpose of purchas- 
ing or constructing water works, electric or other lighting plants 
to be owned by the city purchasing or constructing. them. 

The fifth amendment provides that in cities containing 100,000 
inhabitants or more (St. Louis and Kansas City) the annual 
rate of taxation for school purposes shall not exceed 60 cents on 
the hundred dollars’ valuation. It is now 46 cents, thus increasing 
the tax rate for schcol purposes 20 cents. 

The sixth amendment provides that in the city of St. Louis 
the amount of bonds, now aggregating $6,111,000, assumed as the 
city’s share of the county indebtedness when the scheme of sepa- 
ration went into effect, and the sum of $5,808,000 expended prior to 
Jan. 1, 1901, in water works construction, and any water works 
bonds hereafter issued shall not be ‘ncluded in the computation 
of bonded indebteducss authorized to be issued. This simply 
authorizes the city of St. Louis to add $11,919,000 to the debt. A 
similar provision authorizes the city of Kansas City to omit in 
like manner water works bonds from the computation of amount 
of authorized indebtedness. 

The third arnendment authorizes the St. Louis Municipal As- 
sembly to order an election of a board of thirteen freeholders to 
prepare a new charter, which shall provide, among other things, 
for a chief executive and at least one house of legislation to be 
elected by general ticket. 

The fourth an.endment authorizes the city of St. Louis to levy 
for municipal purposes, in addition to the municipal rate of tax- 
ation already provided, the rate that would be allowed for county 
purposes if the city were part of a county. This authorizes an 
increase of 35 cents on the hundred dollars’ valuation in St. Louis. 

The amendments should be carefully examined by citizens so 
that they may vote upon them intelligently.

LESSON XIII. 

More Tricks and Unusual Plays. 

The quarterback kick might be called 4 
trick. lt is not a common play to say the 
least and yet it has great possibilities when 
used at the proper stage of the game. 

The quarterback kick, like all other 
tricks, carries the great risk of losing the 
ball. It is designed for a gain for the side 
in possession Of the ball without its losing 


ii. 

The quarterback receives the pigskin 
from the center and gives it a slight kick, 
which should be just over the opponents 
line. The halfback should get through and 

rab the ball for a run down the field, 
or all the backs were on side when the 
bail was kicked and have the privilege of 
touching it, under the rules, as soon as 
the oppnnents. 

The pase When a runner js tackled is 
nol,, besser pe, A trick, but it is in the 
nature of it, at any rate, gand has been 
the means 2f good ground ning on not 
a few fields. lt is a very ficult feat to 
perform, as the tackling of the runner and 
the speed of the catcher must, necessarlly, 
render the acouracy of the doubiful. 
The ball should be sent to the man to re- 
ceive it just befare the first runner is 
tackled. The time of the pase, to be the 
most eftectiv?, should be the very instant 
before the tackle. It is a good trick to uee 
on the running back of punts or on a 
kick-off. 

The long pass is another unusual and 
almost obsolete play. Once in a game, !t 
is possible to pull it off without the enemy 
yagi as" | what the formation necessary 
to put this play through meant. Vhe cb- 
ject of a long pose is, of course, to put 
the ball in the hands of a runner who is 
placed in such a mea that an open 
ficld is Defore hirn. re chances of the suc- 
cessful pass and of the enemy divining 
whut is about to happen are too great for 
the play to be of much practical valuo. 

Another effective trick is called the full- 
back fake buck."’ In this play the fullback 
dives straight at the line as in an ordinary 
buck. At the moment of striking he turns 
his back to the line, after touching the ball 
held by the quarterback. The latter then 
makes the real agerassve play—a try for 
me ne With the interference of the other

The criss-cross is a time-honored trick 
which is practically useless if the enemy 
coaches its ends and tackles to run behind 
the opponent's line on defense. 

é criss-cross is worked by the ends of 
the aggressive side and is merely a form 
of the double pass. One end receives the 
ball from the quarterback and makes an 
apparent try to circle the other end of the 
Fine. The end on that side, however, pass¢s 
him, receives the ball in passing and makes 
the real try on the opposes side of the 
line from that toward which the play orig- 
inally moved. 

If the enemy's ends have been coached 
to go behind the opponent’s line. as is 
the runner will have 
small chance to avoid being aowned for a 
loss. The play, too, is slow and no longe: 
considered of much value. 

The value of all trick plays, however, is 
very questionable. They require absolute 
mecurncy of execution and favorable condi- 

ons. 

As a rule, tricks should be used only in 
an emergency—say in the last few minutes 
of a match when the side which employs 
them is within reaching distance of the 
goal of the other side. Tricks are ex- 
tremely hazardous at best, and the risk 
is usually the loss of the ball. The ac- 
cusation of a forward pass is made more 
often after tricks than at any other one 
time of the game. 

The Value of a trick Is only to be known 
after the play has been tried. Forecasts 
of it are generally found to be incorrect. 

When it is possible for a team to gain 
the requisite distance by old-fashioned, 
straight football a trick is a poor thing 
to use against a team of any strength. 

When an eleven has mastered the prob- 
lem of interference and individual and line 
play, it will bé safe to stick to the stereo- 
typed methods of rym governed of 
course by such disposition as may be made 
of the enemy’s forces. 

It is well to have two or three fake plays 
in stock for an emergency, but a safe one 
that can be used successfully and contin- 
uously has yet to be devised. 

Occasionally to know peculiarities in an 
enemy's play may justify the arrangement 
of an especial formation to take advantage 
of it. or that reason, prior to all big 
games, the coaches of elevens make it a 

oint to observe the enemy’s work in an 
mportant game. On the result of such 
observations trick plays may sometimes 
be built with success. In any case it is 
well to know the style of play employed by 
a prospective opnonment 

ceasionally, in a game, it is possible 
to devise impromptu plays that will take 
the enemy by surprise. but as a rule tne 
want of rehearsal defeats these. 

Straight football is the true test of 
strength, and the team which Is to ie- 
feac its opponents regularly cannot hope 
to do it throughout a season »y tricks. 

Develop your team along regu tion lines 
and you will have done the better part of 
the fask of making a winning eleven.

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John La Fon Young Killed in 
Planters Hotel Elevator. 


WAS A YOUNG NEWSPAPER MAN 


DEATH CAME AFTER A _ VISIT 
TO THE THEATER. 


Mr. Young Was Alighting From Ele- 
vator at Third Floor When Car 
Shot Downward—Door Frame 
Struck His Head, Causing 
Instant Death. 


John La Fon Young, aged 25, a copy read- 
er on the staff of the Post-Dispatch, was 
instantly killed about 11 o'clock last night 
while alighting from an elevator on the 
third floor of the Planters’ Hotel. 

He was the oldest son of Dr. and Mrs. 
Charles Young of Newark, N. J., where 
he was born and reared. 

Mr. Young was a graduate of Princeton 
University, class of °'98, an enthusiastic 
football player during his college days, 
and since his graduation had been engaged 
in newspaper work. 

His only relative in this city is Thomas 
La Fon, an uncle, who is engaged in civil 
engineering work at the World's Fair 
grounds. 

The only eye-witness to the terrible acci- 
dent was Jesse Monahan, the elevator oper- 
ator, who is said to be 24 years of age. 
Mr. Young had entered the elevator in com- 
pany with Lieut. John Paul Jones Ryan of 
the United States Navy, now in 8t. Louis 
on recruiting duty. 


WAS RETURNING FROM THEATER 
The two gentlemen were on the way to 
Lieut. Ryan’s room on the third floor, 
where, earlier in the evening, Mr. Young 
had left his overcoat, 
They had dined together at the Plan- 
ters’ and had just returned from the Olym- 


‘| pic Theater. 


“Mr. Young called on me about 5 o'clock 
in the afternoon,” said Lieut. Ryan ‘1 
had not known him previously, but we had 
mutual friends. Once a friend of mine had 
intended bringing Mr. Young to meet me 
on board the steamship Columbia, but ow- 
ing to circumstances the visit was pre- 
vented. 

“We talked over old times in New Jer- 
sey, where we both knew many persons, 
and spent a pleasant evening together. We 
left the Olympic before the performance 
was over. Mr. Young said that he desired 
to retire early. During yesterday it was 
cold, and he wore a heavy overcoat down- 
town. I had told him earliar in the evening 
to leave the coat in my room, and he had 
done so. 

“‘He remarked, as we entered the hotel, 
that he would go up to my room and get 
his coat and go home. We entered the 
elevator nearest to the hatel office and rode 
to the third floor. I stepped out first. 

“It was somewhat dark in the upper cor- 
ridor, and I supposed Mr. Young was fol- 
lowing. I was just about to remark, ‘This 
way, Mr. Young,’ when I heard a clicking 
sound. I looked back and saw no one was 
with me. The elevator door was open and 
the elevator cage not in sight. 

“IT ran down the steps to the next floor 
and found the elevator between the floors. 
The operator was making exclamations of 
apparent fright. I told him to run the ele- 
vator down. Mr. Young was lying inside 
the cage, and his pulse was barely beating. 
His forehead was bruised. 

“I ran to several drug stores in the vi- 
cinity to get assistance, and Dr. Behrens 
arrived in a few minutes, but the doctor 
said that Mr. Young was dead when he 
arrived.”’ 

IAeut. Ryan notified the Post-Dispatch 
and arrangements were made for an under- 
taker to care for the body. 

Mr. La Fon took charge of the remains 
early this morning, giving instructions for 
shipmenat to Newark. 

Mr. La Ton was deeply affected by the 
death of his nephew. He recalled the mes- 
sage, which he received nearly 26 years ago, 
announcing the birth of a son to his sister, 
in which it was stated that the boy was 
born the last hour of the last day of the 
year, 1876. 


MR. YOUNG HAD BRIGHT PROS- 
PECTS. 

Mr. Young had been in St. Louis but two 
months, during which time he had been a 
member of the Post-Dispatch sta&#.. Prior 
to coming here he was at Columbia, Mo., 
for a time with his uncle, who was engaged 
in stock raising. 


Since coming to St. Louis Mr. Young! 


had made many friends by his gentlemanly 
bearing. He came of a family of collegians. 
His father and grandfather, like himself, 
were Princeton graduates. His younger 
brother was graduated from Princeton last 
June. 

He was a young man with promise of a 
bright career. Shortly after his graduation 
he became connected with the Newark 
Evening News, where he remained two or 
three vears. The quality of his newspaper 
work showed that he possessed ability in 
his profession. 

He and his uncle, Mr. La Fon, lived at 
the West Belle Hotel, 4024 West Belle place. 

Jesse Monahan, the elevator man, told 
Manager Weaver of the Planters’ that Mr. 
Young tripped in getting out of the ele- 
vator and fell back, part of his body being 


inside the cage, which had started down. 
Monahan says he reversed the cage and 
Mr. soung ell to the floor of it. 

Deputy Coroner Fitzsimmons will hold an 
inquest at 8 o’clock this afternoon. Mr. 
Fitzsimmons says he will meke a thorough 
investigation to determine responsibility for 
the accident.

BOYS CLAIM IT WAS ACCIDENT. 


TRIED TO CONCEAL THE MATTER 
FROM THE POLICE. 


Several Ushers Were Running About 
the Yards When Henry Was Cut 
by a Knife With Which Rice 
Was Paring His Nails. 


Charles Henry, an usher at the Union 
Station, was stabbed just below the heart 
yesterday afternoon by his co-employe, 
George Rice. The wound is said to be 
dangerous and possibly fatal unless the 
most exacting care is taken of the patient. 

Rice fled after the affair and Ushers 
Noonan and Knight, who were spectators, 
made a determined attempt to maintain 
secrecy, and resolutely refused to give the 
slightest information to Officer Murphy, 
who got wind of it, until he threatened 
them with arrest. 

Rice was arrested a short time after- 
ward at his home, 1205 Armstrong avenue, 
but the police were told that there would 
be no prosecution and he was released. 
The wounded boy was treated by Dr. 
Lackey at the Terminal Hotel, who told 
Officer Murphy the injury was dangerous. 

Noonan and Knight stated that the 
' quartette had been playing in the Terminal 
4 ards and were running and leaping about.

Six City Blocks to Be Added 
to Present Yard Space. 


$5,000,000 FOR 
IMPROVEMENTS 


TO BE MADE READY TO MEET 
WORLD’S FAIR NECESSITIES. 


New Postoffice and Further Hotel Ac- 
commodations Among the Im- 
provements Contemplated 
During the Next Twelve 
Months. 


By a condemnation sult brought in the 
Circuit Court against John M. Steinicke 
for a lot west of Twentieth and south of 
Eugenia streets the Terminal Railroad As- 
sociation has inaugurated a movement to 
extend Union Station at a cost of several 
million dollars and add fully six city 
blocks to the present yard space. 

The suit against Steinicke is only to con- 
demn a small strip, 72 by 152 feet, situated 
between Eugenia street and Clark avenue, 


Twentieth and Tom streets. 

The belief is strong, however, that the 
Terminal Association contemplates acquir- 
ing the following: 

Drom Twentieth to Srenty Seas and 
from Walnut to Adams streets, aking a 
square embracing six blocks, one ‘of which 
between Clark and Poplar, Twentieth an 
Twenty-first streets, is owned by the Ter- 
minal outright, and is now used for yard 
purposes. he Terminal yards skirt Ad- 
ams and Poplar, and the plan is to utilize 
all of that property lying between the pres- 
ent station and wenty-second, and trom 
Walnut street south to the yards. 

It is generally accepted that the Terminal 
Association has purchased large strips in 
each of the five blocks named. The prop- 
erty required, with what has been in its 
possession, will aliiow the station to be ei- 
tended in “L’’ shape, the northern front 
on Walnut and the western on Twenty-first 
street. 

Several months ago the Terminal com- 
pany appropriated $0,000,000 for the purpose 
of making extensions, and it is accepted 
that the greater part of the money will be 
expende@ on the station in anticipation of 
World’s Fair traffic. 

Realty agents state that the block bound- 
ed by Market, Walnut, Twentieth and 
Twenty-first streets is not included in the 
Terminal’s plans. It is held at high figures, 
and it is believed that the Terminal] Asso- 
ciation does not need it, as the ma’gy.part 
of Union station is large enough for years 
- o —yragen the pressing need being for track

The block on Market street, between the 
front of Union station and the proposed 
postoffice site, is being held for future 
hotel improv ements, it is said.
